At the moment under an Iowa 
Supreme Court ruling, he is 
being cared for by his grand­ 
parents, Dwight and Margaret 
Bannister of Ames, Iowa, but 
his father, Harold W. Painter of 
Brookdale, Calif., has asked the 
Supreme Court to clear the way 
for the boy's return. 
Mark's mother and younger 
sister were killed in an auto 
crash in 1962. Painter left the 
boy with the Bannisters the next 
summer. After remarrying in 
November 1964 he began a court 
fight to get Mark back. 
Last February the Iowa Su­ 
preme Court blocked the way, 
partly on the ground Painter 
leads a “ bohemian life" and 
that he is “ either an agnostic or 
atheist and has no concern for 
formal religious training." 
It is not unusual for an Ameri­ 
can court to rule against par­ 
ents in custody disputes. But in 
such instances the court usually 
has found that the parent is un­ 
fit or has abandoned the child. 
Such is not the case here. The 
Iowa Supreme Court said in its 
unanimous decision “there is no 
suggestion in the record that 
Mr. Painter is morally unfit.”

“Hometown advertising, to me, is vitally im­ 
portant,” he said. 
“ Forty per cent of our 
advertising budget is spent in hometown areas. 
Without that 40 per cent of sales potential, 
we’d be out of business.” 
The automobile industry is but one of the many 
businesses which could not operate, at least in 
the same form, without the use of newspapers. 
All 
of 
the major automobile manufacturers 
utilize newspapers. 
One local dealer said, “ Without our newspaper 
service we’d be out of business in two weeks. 
By keeping car sales up, we don’t have any left 
to depreciate on our hands. 
Our customers 
gain on it, too. 
We can afford to make less 
on each sale if we have a good business going.” 
Newspapers have remained the top local ad­ 
vertising medium for the automobile industry 
since the “ mass produced” auto was conceived. 
Year after year, newspapers have played a major 
role in introducing new models and sustained the 
demand which has made the automobile industry 
the backbone of the American economy. 
The desire created in a community for new' 
products or new models stimulates trade which 
helps the medium, the public, the manufacturer, 
and the retailer.

The grocery stores are convenient whipping 
objects for price inflation for which the federal 
government is largely to blame.

For their price increases to present levels 
the women shoppers themselves are largely to 
blame.

They have encouraged gimmicks, such as 
trading stamps and other giveaways, rather than 
low priced merchandise. This preference has 
forced grocers to raise prices sufficiently to 
pay the cost of gifts of various kinds or the 
rights to them offered by stamps, bingo cards, 
drawings or other shopping inducements. 
Housewives have favored the expensive cuts 
of meats rather than the more economical 
kind which must be cooked longer and re­ 
quiring more careful preparation. 
They have favored pre-cooked and expensively 


packaged foods over cheaper foods, and more 
economically packaged, which require more 
work at home to prepare, and may not zip 
from a can or box so readily. 
They have demanded wide aisles, well lighted, 
completely stocked stores having high standards 
of sanitation. 
All these things cost money. 
They have shopped at night, on Sundays and 
holidays rather than during regular business 
hours, forcing grocers to pay overtime wages, 
burn more electricity, and increasing the costs 
of their operation.

of 
them have elected congressmen 
dominated by the philosophy of tax and 
tax 
and spend and spend and have 
congratulated 
themselves on the numerous benefits they have 
received in return.

INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM 
The initiative and the referendum represent 
democracy in its purest, most direct form. 
The initiative is a device by which any person 
or group of persons may draft a proposed 
ordinance, law or constitutional amendment and, 
by obtaining in its behalf a designated number of 
signatures, require that it be submitted to the 
electorate for approval or rejection. The refer­ 
endum, on the other hand, is an arrangement 
whereby voters may repeal legislation or pre­ 
vent it from taking effect. 
The initiative and the referendum are virtually 
as old as democracy itself. 
In the ancient 
Greek city-states all legislation was initiated 
by the people and authorized by direct popular 
vote without the intervention of representatives. 
In the cantons of Switzerland the initiative and 
the referendum have had an almost continuous 
history from earliest times down to the present. 
In this country, the two devices were grouped 
with the recall of public officials in the early 
years of the 20th century to provide “more 
democracy to cure the ills of democracy.” 
Nowadays the referendum is used chiefly in con­ 
nection with tax legislation. 
Voters in Idaho 
and Massachusetts will pass judgment, Tuesday, 
Nov. 8, on referenda aimed at repealing 3 per 
cent state sales taxes. 
Initiatives are on the ballots of the country’s two 
largest states. New Yorkers will vote on election 
day on whether to establish a state lottery whose 
proceeds would be earmarked for public edu­ 
cation. The proposal, in the form of an amend­ 
ment to the state constitution, is described by 
supporters as “painless taxation.”

INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM 
The initiative and the referendum represent 
democracy in its purest, most direct form. 
The initiative is a device by which any person 
or group of persons may draft a proposed 
ordinance, law or constitutional amendment and, 
by obtaining in its behalf a designated number of 
signatures, require that it be submitted to the 
electorate for approval or rejection. The refer­ 
endum, on the other hand, is an arrangement 
whereby voters may repeal legislation or p re­ 
vent it from taking effect. 
The initiative and the referendum are virtually 
as old as democracy itself. 
In the ancient 
Greek city-states all legislation was initiated 
by the people and authorized by direct popular 
vote without the intervention of representatives. 
In the cantons of Switzerland the initiative and 
the referendum have had an almost continuous 
history from earliest times down to the present. 
In this country, the two devices were grouped 
with the recall of public officials in the early 
years of the 20th century to provide “ more 
democracy to cure the ills of democracy.” 
Nowadays the referendum is used chiefly in con­ 
nection with tax legislation. 
Voters in Idaho 
and Massachusetts will pass judgment, Tuesday, 
Nov. 8, on referenda aimed at repealing 3 per 
cent state sales taxes. 
Initiatives are on the ballots of the country’s two 
largest states. New Yorkers will vote on election 
day on whether to establish a state lottery whose 
proceeds would be earmarked for public edu­ 
cation. The proposal, in the form of an amend­ 
ment to the state constitution, is described by 
supporters as “ painless taxation.”

staff has 
been working long hours to pre­ 
pare briefs and can fully ap­ 
preciate

attorneys throughout the state 
to represent crim inal ca seso n 
appeal. 
A nderson, 
him self, 
was 
instrum ental in establishing a

defender system four 
years ago in St. L ouie county 
when he worked in the county

Other public defender program s 
are in operation in Kansas City, 
St. L ouis C ity and Boone and 
Callaway cou n ties.

The need for public defend­ 
e rs has grown m ore apparent 
with recent U .S.Suprem e Court 
decisions which have enforced 
the Constitutional right of citi­ 
zens be rep resen ted by counsel. 
A nderson’s com m ents on this 
need shortly a fte r U .S .D istrict 
Judge W illiam H. Becker, of 
the W estern M issouri D istrict, 
said in a Jefferson City speech,

w ork.” 
Reviewing recent decisions 
of the U. S. Suprem e Court re ­ 
garding crim inal proceedings, 
Judge B ecker said: 
‘’The functions of public de­ 
fender type of operation roust 
be extended into our peniten­ 
tia ry . It will im prove 
the 
quality of justice and expedite 
the business of this court.” 
He then re fe rre d to the na­ 
tional court’s decision on the 
right of the c rim iia l on 
ap­ 
peal, the right to counsel, and 
the 
laying down of definite 
procedures for police p re-ar­

cedures. He also com plim ented 
M issouri on the quality 
of

The program , approved by 
Congress without a dissenting 
vote, am ounts to an extension of 
World W ar II and Korean W ar 
GI benefits, but on a reduced 
scale. 
The V eterans Adm inistration 
said 211,000 October benefit 
checks had been mailed by la st 
Friday to veterans enrolled in 
colleges, universities and other 
institutions — such as vocation­ 
al or business schools. Files of 
35,000 applicants w ere being 
processed Monday, a spokes­ 
man said. 
Officials said they expect the 
figure to level off at about 240,-
